Most 
people can buy in the afternoon as 
well as in the forenoon; and in any 


tase the matter of hours of pur- 
chase is a matter of greater or 
lesser inconvenience; while at- | 
tendance on the sick is a matter of 
life or death. Caring and provid- 
ing for the sick is the first call on 
the time and energy of everyone 
antil the plague has passed. The 
greater number of deaths are of 
people in the most active and effi- 
cient period of life, both men and 
women. No section of the people 
is exempt from attack. In some 
cases medical attention is unavail- 
ing. But in a large majority of 
cases the result depends on the 
care the patient gets during the 
progress of the disease. It is a 
melancholy reflection that the ter- 
rible death toll might have been 
much less had good nursing care 
been available. The need of nurs- 
ing is much greater than the possi- 
ble supply of nursing care. While 
it is not possible to fully meet the 
need, that is all the more reason 
why everything should be done 
that can be towards meeting the 
need.

Exit the Hohenzollerns. 
The chief criminal has left the 
stage. The Kaiser is no more. He 


who bore the title is now a fugitive 
in Holland, having relinquished 
alike the emperorship of Germany 
and the kingship of Prussia, Pre- 
sumably the Crown Prince has 
gone with him, having renounced 
his claim to the throne of the Em- 
pire and the crown of the Prussian 
kingdom. Thus, if the Allies are 
true to their cause and to human- 
ity, the Hohenzollerns as a ruling 
dynasty have ended their career. 
That career is the record of an 
ambitious family whose striving 
for power continued through many 
generations culminated finally in 
the mad ambition to conquer the 
world and subjected humanity to 
ar bloody beyond all precedent, 
and waged on one side with the 
ferocity of savages .made more 
terrible and more dangerous bee 
cause directed by trained intelli- 
gence. William IIT. was no depar- 
ture from type. He was what his 
forefathers were. He carried on 
the traditional purpose and sought, 
as they had sought, to leave his 
House the possessor of a vaster 
power than he inherited. The re- 
cord of the Hohenzollerns is the 
record of unappeasable ambition, 
continued through more than 
seven centuries of steadily increas- 
ing power and prestige, and pur- 


suing always the consistent pol: | 


icy that might make right. If the 


exiled representative of the 
dynasty is mad it is madness in- 
duced by the. inbred lust for 


power. The family takes its name 
from the castle of Hohenzollern, 
situated in a small principality of 
the same name lying in the ex- 
treme south of Germany, between 
the Necker and Lake Constance. 
The area of this little state is only 
441 square miles and in 1905 its 
population numbered only 68,000 
people. From such unpretentious 
circumstances sprang the race of 
rulers who created the modern 
German Empire and cast the 
threat of conquest over every con- 
tinent. The family traces its ori 
gin to Tassillon, who lived under 
the Emperor Charlemagne. A 
younger son of the house sought 
service under Frederick Barbaros- 
sa, becoming burgrave of Nurem- 
berg about 1170. In 1226 the fam- 
ily split into the Franconian and 
Swabian branches. In 1346 bur 
grave John IT. became governor of 
Brandenburg, of which burgrave 


Frederick VI. was first elector. In | 


1618 the duchy of Prussia was add- 
ed to Brandenburg by elector 
Sigismund, who’ married the 
daughter of the Duke. 
the elector Frederick assumed the 
title of King of Prussia, crowning 
himself the following year. The 


lerns about this time made them 
rivals of Austria for the leader- 
ship among the German states, a 
rivalry which was not settled un’ 
til the war of 1866. Under Freder- 
ick the Great the dominions of the 
family were enlarged by the con- 
quest of Silesia from Austria, and 
by the partititon of Poland—from 
which the Prussian monarch ob- 


| tained the territory lying between 


the electorate of Brandenburg and 
the kingdom of Prussia. Through: 
out the Napoleonic wars Prussia 
played the game of aggrandize- 
ment with adroitness, though not 
always without error, and emerg- 
ed from the struggle with prestige 
strengthened and with the added 
territories of the grand duchy of 
Posen, Swedish Pomerania, the 
northern part of Saxony, the 
duchies of Westphalia and Berg, 
and the Rhine country between 
Aachen and Mainz. In 1864 Prus- 
sia, with Austria, made war upon 
Denmark and added to its terri: 
tories the duchies of Schleswig 
and Holstein. Twoyears later un- 
der Bismarck’s guidance the long- 
standing rivalry with Austria was 
fought out and settled in Prussia’s 
favor. By this war Prussia’s lead- 
ership was so thoroughly estab 
lished that all the German states 
north of the Main joined in the 
North German Confederation, un 
der the headship of Prussia. A fo- 
reign war was necessary to round 
out the organization of the Ger- 
man States and it was fought 
against France in 1870-71. The im- 
mediate cause of this war, it is 
worth noting, was the attempt to 


} set a Hohenzollern on the throne 


of Spain. The decisive vietory 
over France either drew or frigh- 
tened the south German states into 
union, and at Versailles on Janu- 
ary 18th, 1871, William, king of 


Prussia, was proclaimed Emperor | 


of Germany. Thus was formed 
the modern German Empire, 
product of seven hundred years’ 
struggle on the part of the family 
which has now relinquished the 
throne, It is surely a remarkable 
record, and the end is in keeping 
with the means enmployed. It was 
by war the Hohenzollerns carved 


the nations, and by war they have 
lost it. War was to them, through 
all the centuries, a means to an 
end, and that end the gratification 
of personal and family ambition.
